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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-21 and 66-68, drawn to a method of dispensing, classified in class 347, 
subclass 44. 

II. Claim 22-3 1, drawn to a composition to be ejected, classified in class 347, 
subclass 100. 

III. Claims 32-40 and 53-61, drawn to a dispenser/means for dispensing/inkjet 
configured to dispense, classified in class 347, subclass 20. 

IV. Claims 41-44, drawn to an image forming system, classified in class 347, subclass 
5. 

V. Claims 45-48, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 347, subclass 90. 

VI. Claims 49-52, drawn to an object created by solid freeform fabrication, classified 
in class 347, subclass 107. 

VII. Claim 62-65, drawn to a processor readable medium, classified in class 347, 
subclass 9. 

Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product (MPEP 
§ 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the composition to be ejected from a thermal inkjet dispenser 
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does not have to be formed as a result of a first fluid and second fluid ejected to form a single 
ligament; the composition can be just a straight forward composition formed by a single fluid 
dispenser. 

Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case there are many 
different apparatus* which can eject a first quantity of fluid and a second quantity of fluid to form 
a single ligament of fluid. For example, the inkjet dispenser can use either thermal or piezo 
ejection. The dispenser can also have a variety of factors and limitations which distinguish it 
from the dispensers disclosed in Invention III. 

Invention I is unrelated to Inventions IV-VII. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions have different modes of operation, functions, or effects. 

Invention II is unrelated to Inventions IV-VIL Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions have different modes of operation, functions, or effects. 

Invention III is unrelated to Inventions IV-VIL Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
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operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation, functions, or effects. 

Inventions IV-VII are unrelated to each other. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions have different modes of operation, functions, or effects. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
